an offer at Walter Reuther, presi- 
dent of the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers Union, and give the union little 
time to argue, only to make a yes 
or no answer. 


The big Corporation considers it- 


self in a strategic bargaining posi- 
tion, knowing that the union would 
be reluctant to call a strike of its 
350.000 members at GM. Such a 
strike would cut off nearly one- 
third of the UAW's dues income 
and even low level benefits would 
wipe out in a few weeks the 25 
million dollar strike fund the union 
is building. 


No Protest 


Lack of any protest over the de- 


lay from Reuther or UAW Vice 
President John Livingston, _head of 
the union's GM department, led to 
belief they had some assurance 
from 
GM negotiators that the 


eventual offer would contain the 
basic principle of the guaranteed 
wage. 


Reuther already has won a mod- 


ified guaranteed wage plan from 
the Ford Motor Co., providing for 
a system of company-financed pay- 
ments for laid-off workers aug- 
menting state unemployment com- 
pensation 
payments, p l u s pay 


boosts and pension, holiday and 
vacation improvements. 


If GM negotiators Harry W. 'An- 


derson and Louis G. Seaton have 
given Reuther advance assurance 
they will make a guaranteed wage 
offer patterned after the Ford plan 
there was guessing GM might do 
so in a manner that would em- 
barrass Reuther and even en- 
danger his guaranteed wage idea 
completely. 


See Two Offers 


It was speculated that GM might 


make two offers, one like the Ford 
plan and another proposing much 


larger cash pay boosts for GM 
workers, with the suggestion the 
UAW let the workers choose be- 
tween the two plans. 


In the Ford negotiations Reuther 


had proposed just such a popular 
vote among the workers. He called 
for a worker choice between a 
Ford plan to let workers buy com- 
pany stock at half price and the 
UAW's guaranteed 
wage plan. 


Ford never took up the vote offer, 
but instead ultimately negotiated 
a guaranteed wage. 


Any GM offer providing for a 


fat pay raise, either alone or as 
an alternative to the guaranteed 
wage, might put Reuther on the 
spot.

WASHINGTON — 


The Public Health Service 
was under fire from two 
quarters today as Surgeon 
General Leonard A. Scheele 
declared "We can go for- 
ward," now that the safety 
of antipolio vaccine produc- 
tion has been assured by stif- 
fer standards. 


Scheele's 
confident 
statement 


came at a^news conference Friday 
after 
publication 
of a 
lengthy 


"white paper"— a detailed review 
by the Health Service of the brief 
but troubled history of the Salk 
vaccine program. 


The surgeon-general conceded 


the program "might have come 
close -to the line of safety" in the 
past. But he said he had no doubts 
about safety now. 


Only One Version 


In New York, Basil O'Connor, j 


president of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, criti- 
cized the document, saying it "ob- 
viously 
gives 
only 
the Public 


Health Service version of the vac- 
cine situation to date." 


In Philadelphia. H. W. Blades, 


executive vice president of Wyeth 
Inc., took strong exception to a 
statement by Dr. James A. Shan- 
non, 
an associate director of the 


Health Service's 
National Insti- 


tutes of Health. Shannon said Fri- 
day one batch of vaccine made by 
Wyeth 
is 
being 
subjected 
to 


searching laboratory analysis, al- 
though he said there was not 
enough evidence to label that lot 
suspect. In its white paper, the 
Health Service said the circum- 
stances of .three polio cases had 
raised some question about the 
vaccine used. 


Calls It "Misleading" 


Blades termed it "most unfor- 


tunate, misleading and not in the 
public interest" that "suspicion 
should be cast on Wyeth vaccine 
and its routine retesting program 
and inference be given that Wyeth 
vaccine is 'suspect.' " 


While Scheele reiterated his con- 


fidence in the Salk vaccine and 
voiced optimism, he did not sav 
when he expected the mass im- 
munization of school children to 
get back into full forward motion. 


Meanwhile the summer's peak 


polio season 
drew 
closer with 


many localities still awaiting fresh 
supplies of vaccine with which to 
inject first and second graders. 


Scheele told newsmen a decision 


to press on with the school vac- 
cination program — after its sus- 
pensiort for weeks for special safe- 
ty checks— was grounded on a

Milton S. Eisenhower, the univer 
sity president. 


Eric Walker, dean of engineer 


ing, told the President the reactor 
is "unique because it is the firs1 
built entirely with private funds.' 
The uranium to operate it, how 
ever, is to be supplied by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


"The uranium is not in the re 


actor yet," Walker explained, "bu 
if we can cut through this govern 
ment red tape ..." 


The remark Couched off a burs 


of laughter in the group of univer 
sity officials on hand. The Presi 
dent grinned with a show of em 
barrassment.

Men Gambled at Las Vegas 
23,800 Years Ago, Claim 


i 
LOS ANGELES—Oft—Some 23.800 years before the era of the resort 


hotel, the hemisphere's earliest-known man gambled for his life among 
the mammoths near what is now Las Vegas, Xev. 


M. R. Harrington, curator of 


Southwest Museum in Los Angeles, 
says that the early man's camp- 
sites have been discovered in the 
same strata with the bones of a 
mammoth, forerunner of the ele- 
phant. 


He said Fndav that a recent 


i expedition to the ancient camp - 
site also uncovered the bones of 
a 
camel 
that 
had 
been dis- 


membered, cooked and eaten by 
men. The bones had been split 
with crude stone hatchets found 
at the scene. 


"We were hoping to find human 


bones," Harrington said. "What 
&• ancient dwclleri there di'd with 


their dead I don't know." 


The tiaces of earlv life were 


tested by the "Carbon 14" method, 
which set their age at 
23.800 


years. Harrington said. The oldest 
previous indication of human life 
in the hemisphere—set at 11.000 
years—was found among charcoal 
deposits near Winnemucca, Nev. 


The carbon test measures the 


amount of Carbon 14—a radio - 
active isotope of carbon — remain- 
ing in an object. The radioactivity 
weathers 
away at a precisely 


known 
rate, 
so scientists 
can 


measure the amount left over and 
thus *eUmau th* relic's *ge.

ed last Monday provides a "guar- 
anteed semi-annual wage" and 
other benefits. Under the agree- 
ment a 55 million dollar company 
fund will be established to pay 
benefits ranging up to $25 a week 
to laid off employes. The payments 
would supplement state unemploy- 
ment benefits. 


Breech said that Ford long has 


been "completely sympathetic to- 
ward the desire of our employes to 
lessen the risks of unemployment 
resulting from seasonal factors in 
the auto industry." 


Breech told the conference: 
"We see a constantly expanding 


market for cars and trucks and 
other automobile equipment over 
the long pull and. frankly, we in- 
tend to take an increasing share 
of that market for our own pro- 
ducts." 


Ike Offers 
Skill, Cash 
ToAidWorld 


Suggests United 
States Pay Half 
Costs If Necessary 
UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa.. 


—(JP)—President Eisenhower, 
outlining two new atpms- 
for-peace programs, proposed 
today the United "States pro- 
vide money and "know how" 
to help other free nations ob- 
tain atomic research and 
power reactors. 


The President suggested 
this 


country pay half the cost of the 
research reactors, and he called 
the twin programs "the gateway 
to a broad avenue of world prog- 
ress in the peaceful uses of atom- 
ic energy." 


Outlines Purpose 


In a major address prepared for 


delivery 
at Pennsylvania 
State 


University's centennial commence- 
ment exercises, he added: 


"Our purpose is to spark the 


creative and inventive skills latent 
in the free world, to pool them 
and put them to work for the bet- 
terment of conditions under which 
men must live." 


Eisenhower appealed anew to 


Russia to join in his 1953 atoms- 
for-peace program—and seemed to 
be "making the appeal to the Rus- 
sian people rather than what he 
called "their 
Communist 
over- 


lords." 


The President announced he will 


submit his two new programs to 
Congress for approval. He outlined 
the plans ihis way: 


"First: We propose to offer re« 


search reactors to the people of 
the free nations who can use them* 
"effectively for-'the acquisition-of 
skills and understanding essential 
to peaceful atomic progress. 


Contribute Hall 


"The United States, in the spirit 


of the partnership that moves us, 
will contribute half the cost. H« 
will also furnish the acquiring na- 
tion the nuclear material needed 
to fuel the reactor. 


"Second: Within prudent securi- 


ty considerations, we propose to 
make available to the peoples of 
such friendly nations as are pre- 
pared to invest their own funds in 
power reactors, access to 
and 


training in the technological proc- 
esses of construction and operation 
for peaceful purposes." 


The President gave no estimate 


of the cost of the program, but 
he said it will be "small indeed 
when measured against the certain 
leturns, tangible and intangible."

USING GUN GREASE, grease 
1! lubrication point? on the pow- 
er appliance with heavy lubricat- 
ing grease. 


TIGHTEN ALL NUTS, bolts and 


screws. 


CLEAN OFF RUST SPOTS with 


emery cloth and touch up with 
good quality paint. 


SHARPEN AND CLEAN cutting 


edges of attachments and lubricate 
moving parts where specified.

RUBBER 
TIRES

Examine Your Roof 
For Winter Damage 


Annual Check 
Recommended 
To Cut Repairs 


By MR. FIX 


Unless you are a born cliff hang- 


er, it is no fun to prowl around on 
a house roof looking for signs of 
wear and tear. On the other hand, 
it isn't any fun to pay the bill for a 
repair job that might have been 
less complicated had the damage 
been sighted earlier, and the ap- 
propriate action taken then. 


Fun or not, once a year your roof 


should have a physical examina- 
tion. Call in a roof doctor if you 
wish, but it's a duty you can per- 
form yourself—if the height doesn't 
make your head swim, and if you 
take reasonable precautions. 


Winter, in many localities, is es- 


pecially tough on roof coverings, 
whether they be the asphalt or 
wood shingle, metal or roll-roofing 
varieties—or another type. There- 
fore, spring is the . most logical 
season for roof prowling. 


While on the excursion, wear 


tennis shoes for better footing and 
to avoid damage to the roofing. 
Walk on the roof covering a=> little 
as possible. To scale the roof, use 
a ladder equipped with a ridge 
hook (you car. fashion one by nail- 
ing boards to the upper end of a 
ladder at an angle from the legs;

Slightly damaged asphalt shin-

Replacement is the only remedy 


for damaged wood shingles, and 
severelv damaged asphalt shingles. 
To remove them, slip a shingle 
hook under the shingle, hooking 
it on the nail heads, and strike 
it sharply with a hammer to cut 
off the nail heads. Nail through 
face of new shingle, using rust- 
proof shingle nails and coating nail 
heads with asphalt. 


Small, holes and breaks in roll 


roofings can be repaired by daub- 
ing asphalt cement on them, then 
sprinkling' sand on the cement so 
that it will weather better. To re- 
pair larger break, open seam be- 
low the break and insert strip of 
sam eroofing material under it. 
The strip should be large enough 


To correct seam leaks in roll 


roofing, first clean off dirt and 
dust, replace loose and missing 
nails. Apply four-inch strips of 
roofing tape, embedding it in roof 
coating of brushing consistency. Al- 
so apply coating over the tape. 


Smooth-surfaced roll roofings 


need to be recoated periodically.

As for the agreement itself, it represents a genuine 


compromise. The UAW originally sought a plan that would 
assure workers their full wage throughout the year. The 
company's initial proposal did not contain any concession 
to the guarantee principle. 
Later the union reduced its demands to a request for a 


guarantee that would give the workers 80 per cent of their 
regular wage during lay-off periods. 


Ford responded with a new plan of its own. It pro- 


posed to create a 55 million dollar reserve fund. Out of this, 


, payments would be made to workers over a period of 26 
weeks of idleness. In combination with existing unemploy- 
ment compensation, these would amount to from 60 to 65 
per cent of their normal take-home pay. 


At first the union rejected this plan. But after some 


haggling over details, especially of its application to differ- 
' ent regions, the UAW accepted it and that became the basis 
' of the settlement. 
Whether you call it a partially guaranteed annual wage 


or simply a supplement to unemployment benefits, doesn't 
really matter. In fact, it would seem to be both. The im- 
portant thing is union and company agree on wider responsi- 
. bility for the worker in times of stress. 
It will now be widely assumed that this accord will set 


^a pattern not only for the motor industry but for many 
other industries as well. Likely this will be so. But it should 


- be apparent that the cost of such plans will make them al- 
,. together too burdensome for spme industries, particularly 
- those now suffering some distress, like coal and textiles.

Thus, insofar as this new principle of protection is ap- 


plied, it would seem to presage the growth of a privileged 


- worker class in the large industries with healthy reserves. 


There is another aspect to this matter. A guaranteed 


-' annual wage, or even a partial one, tends to introduce new 
"rigidity into the industrial system. Workers enjoying the 
1 privilege will be slow to change jobs. Employers, thinking 


of the burden, will hesitate a bit before hiring new people. 
The mobility and flexibility which have long been features 
of the American economy will be somewhat diminished. 


Security for the worker is obviously a desirable goal. 


But as we move toward it we must be extremely careful not 
to eliminate' the risk-taking, the pliability, the spirit of ad- 
viehture that have made our economy so continuously rich 
in promise.

~ 


Tablets Is Risky Business 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


An important question comes 


from a reader who asks if it is 
O. K. to take iodine tablets without 
consulting a physician. Before dis- 
cussing the subject of iodine and 
its relatives the "iodides" further, 
I should like to answer the ques- 
tion by saying that I do not con- 
sider it advisable. 


Iodine is one of the chemical 


elements. To most people, it is 
perhaps best known in the form 
of tincture of iodine which is an 
antiseptic in use for many years. 
An iodide, of which there are sev- 


tuberculosis iodides may cause the 
disease to become active where it 
was apparently under control be- 
fore. 


FOR REASONS SUCH as these 


the taking of iodide tablets reg- 
ularly, except where the amount 
is known to the physician and he" 
can tell whether it is producing 
good or harm, would seem to be 
rather a risky procedure. 


This brief discussion of iodine 


should not be ended without re- 
ferring to the use of tincture of 
iodine on me skin.

In some cases of asthma and 
indeed in some other disorders of 
the human body, iodides appear to 
have a beneficial effect, though the 
xeasons why they do so are some- 
times rather obscure. 


ANOTHER USE FOR the iodides 


has been their addition to salt in 
the prevpntion of simple enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid gland (simple 
goiter) in those areas where the 
drinking water does not contain 
enough iodides. 


There is no doubt that this has 


had a remarkably fine effect on 
cutting down the number of people 
with goitrous enlargements. 


But iodine products taken in- 


ternally may produce undesirable 
effects as well as desirable ones. 
Their continued use beyond a cer- 
tain point (which varies from per- 
son to person) may result in irrita- 
tion of the akin and mucuoui mem- 
branes. 


This may be shown by the ap- 


pearance of skin rashes, inflamed 
eyes, running of the nose, laryn- 
gitis, and other unpleasant symp- 
toms. It can even result in pim- 
ples, hives, or boils.

How Ghana Got Its Name

Some people can trace the name of their town back 


to a famous person, a spot near the town wheie some- 
thing interesting happened, or where the town is located, 
but did you ever hear of a town's name being traced 
back to a. hiccup and a mistake? 
Then listen while I 


tell you of the naming of the little village. Ghana. 


In the early days when railroads were being- laid out, 


the Chicago and Iowa (Chicago. Builington and Qurr.c\ ) 
railroad was to go through what is now Chana Of couise, 
there had to be something go wiong and in this case, 
on man refused to sell his land to the railroad company 
for the price they offeied. 
The company got tired of 


waiting for the man to change his mind and decided to 
change the route of the railroad 
This upset two amoi- 


uous pioneer farmers, EH and Phineas Chancy because 
it would mean the farmers would have to haul their grain 
a longer distance to a shipping point. 


Since Phineas felt sorry for the man who refused to 


sell, for after all his land was really worthless for farm- 
ing purposes, he decided to pay him a visit. 
He re- 


minded the farmer that he had been foolish for now he 
probably could not sell his land for as much as the rail- 
road had offered him. The farmer began to feel quite 
sorry about what he had done and it all ended that he 
sold the land to Mr. Chaney for a reasonable sum. 
The 


Chaneys then hurried to Chicago and persuaded the rail- 
road company to follow the original route through Chana. 


Accordingly, the 80 acres of land Chaney bought was 


laid out as a village and its name was to be Chaney. 
Upon completion of the railroad a big dinner was held 
in Chicago at which time the village names were con- 
firmed. 
As the chairman pointed to the little village 


supposed to be named Chaney on the map. Phineas 
Chaney, who had had quite a lot of rich food and drink, 
stood up and started to confirm the name Chaney but he 
hiccuped just then, it came out "Chana," so that is the 
way it was \vmtten down and that is the way it stayed 


Upon his return home, his brother. Eli, asked him 


why he had named it Chana and Phineas replied that it 
was the French spelling- of their name and the words had 
a beautiful meaning in French 
Eli was much upset 


and asked him how he knew such a thing since he did 
not speak French and had never been to France. 


What a shame it is that the town was not named 


Chaney, for the Chaney family was one of the early pio- 
neer families that came here soon after the Blackhawk 
War. 
Phineas was one of the regulators who hunted the 


prairie bandits, he was responsible for the raihoad going 
through Chana, and he built the first building in Chana. 
the last descendant of the Chaney family. Miss Ella 
Chaney, m November of 1953. In December of 1954 Miss 
Chaney died at nhe age of 59.

Editor Challenges 
Right of Judge to 
Waive Public Trial 


CINCINNATI ffl — M a n a g i n g 


Editor J. R. Wiggins of the Wash- 
ington Post and Times Herald to- 
day challenged the arguments of 
some jurists that accused persons 
can forego a public trial just as 
they can waive trial by jury. 


In an address prepared for a 


meeting- of the 
American 
Bar 


Assn., Wiggins said that the right 
to a public trial belongs to "the 
people as a whole"' as well as to 
defendants in court proceedings. 


He said that "publicTadministra- 


tion of justice not only protects the 
private rights of accused persons 
but, in addition, secures the com- 
munity as a whole against the 
dangers of judicial maladministra- 
tion." 


Wiggins is chairman of the Free- 


dom of Information Committee of 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors. 


He cited, as another point dis- 


puted by the press and the legal 
profession, various restraints on 
the use of cameras in court rooms. 


He said these restrictions "smell 


of the flash powder" used by pho- 
tographers when the bans were 
adopted. 


Though urging that more courts 


open their doors to cameras and 
other recording devices, Wiggins 
said the press would "proceed with 
patience while lawyers and judges, 
one by one, become persuaded of 
the Tightness of this view."

a bribe" and told the subcommit- 
tee "I could absolutely swear that 
I never got inside: 'information 
whatsoever1' about the contracts 
for which he bid successfully. 


He says he has made a million 


dollars or more making caps for 
the arnied forces. 


Seek G raft 


The subcommittee is exploring 


for evidence of possible graft in 
connection with contracts let to 
Lev and others for the' manufac- 
ture of military and naval uni- 
form items. 


Navy inspector Henry B. Vining, 


of San Patricio, P. R., acknowl- 
edged Friday that some shipments 
of whit§ sailor caps from Lev's 
Puerto Rico factory apparently 
"slipped past" him last year after 
he had. accepted favors from Lev's 
partner, Maurice Ades. 


But Vining swore there Avas no 


relationship .between .the. slipups 
and the reduced hotel rates he said 
Ades arranged for him in Puerto 
Rico while he was inspecting pro- 
duction at the Spencer Manufac- 
turing Co. plant. 


He said he reimbursed Ades, 


who' paid his hotel bills from-"ap- 
proximately -May to November, 
1954," but got no receipt?.. Jack 
Balaban, a government account- 
ant, said Spencer's records reflect 
no payments'from Vining.

The war was a struggle for eco- 


nomic and political power between 
two rival factions of frontier ran- 
gers, general storekeepers and 
politicians. 


It began Feb. 18, 1878, when a 


posse, deputized to serve legal pa- 
pers on John Tunstall, an English- 
born rancher, met him on a road 
and, instead of the papers, served 
him two bullets. 


Billy, who had been befriended 


by Turnstall, jointed the slain 
.rancher's other hired hands in 
seeking revenge. 


Before the war ended battles be- 
ween the two factions left 1! men 
ead in this small town alone. 


Promised Pardou 


Billy was promised a full par- 
on by' territorial Governor Lew 
Vallace, and surrendered. But he 
jecame suspicious of the situation 
nd rode away unhindered. 
Later, brought to trial for a sub- 
equent slaying and sentenced to 
hang, the Kid recalled the earlier 
bargain with Gov. Wallace and 
complained he was being given a 
•aw deal. When Wallace pointed 
out that his promise had been 
given at a different tim« for a 
different crime. 
Billy killed his 


two guards in the courthouse jail 
and galloped off. 


Exactly 77 days later at mid- 


night on July 14," 1881. Sheriff Pat 
Garrett caught up with Billy. 


Sitting in a blackened room, the 


sheriff ambushed Billy. He shot 
him above the heart a; the Kid, 
half dressed and shoeless, stood 
uncertainly at the doorway and 
called in Spanish, "Who is it? 
Who is it?" 


They buried Billy in a boi rowed 


white shirt too big for his thin 
small frame, and an Indian girl 
;>ut a wooden cross above his 
>jave inscribed, "Sleep Well, Be- 
loved."

Find Cabbage 
Juice Heals 
Some Ulcers

SAN FRANCISCO IT>—Six years 


of experience with raw cabbage 
juice as an ulcer treatment indi- 
cates that piocedure should, be 
tried on all such cases before re- 
sorting to surgery, says a Stan- 
ford Univeisity physician. 


Three weeks on cabbage juice 


plus a bland diet healed most ul- 
cers in a series of 63 cases, Dr. 
Garnett Cheney reported in the 
Stanford Medical Bulletin. Six pa- 
tients "ttith "huge" ulcers needed 
56 days of treatment. Conventional 
tieatment for ulcer with drugs 
usually 
requires six weeks or 


more, he added. 


Only three of the 65 cases failed 


to show healing. Dr Cheney said 
each of these had dense scar tissue 
.n the stomach and liver damage, 
there were three others, not count- 
ed m the 65 cases, who had stom- 
ach cancer as well as ulcers. Their 
ulcers did not heal. 


Raw cabbage juice is particular 


Iv rich in a substance which Dr. 
Cheney tentatively calls Vitamin 
U. It apparently helps the stomach 
lining to resist breakdown when 
under attack by natural stomach 
acids and other body chemicals. 
The substance also is present in 
leafy green vegetables, milk and 
eggs. 


Treatment calls for drinking at 


least a quart of cabbage juice 
daily. Dr. Cheney obtained cabbage 
juice in concentiated form so that 
less bulk would be needed The 
juice also was reduced to powder 
and put into capsules for some 
patients.
